Dr. McMullen as Bishop of the Roman Cath- 
olle Diocese of Davenport. The Rey. Mr. 
Riordan is brother of the recently-appointed 
Coadjutor Archbishop of San Francisco, and 
is now pastor of one of the parishes in the 
southern part of this city. 


Ir is reported, on what seems to be relia 
ble authority, that the Mahdi’s emissaries 
have been working actively among the Egyp- 
tian soldiers now garrisoning the Soudan, 
and that an early revolt against the Khe- 
dive’s authority may be expected. The 
British officers in command of the garrison, 
it is feared, will be massacred. This intelli- 
gence creates great alarm in English official 
circles.

A LIVELY CITY. 

During the next six or eight weeks Chicago 
will be the most animated city on the Amer- 
ican Continent. It will swarm with people 
from all parts of the country. Old friends 
and acquaintances will meet in the corridors 
of the hotels after a separation of many years. 
The National gatherings and public events 
which will be crowded into June and July 
will not only attract the hundreds and thou- 
sands of people who are to take part therein, 
but also furnish an excuse for the pilgrimage 
of many more thousands who will take advan- 
tage of the cheap railroad rates and visit the 
Western metropolis ata time when crowds 
and events will render it even livelier than 
its wont. The streets, the shops, and the 
parks by day, and the hotels and places of 
amusement by night will present a gala ap- 
pearance. A good deal of personal incon- 
venience and annoyance to the residents and 
much discomfort to many of the visitors will 
be inseparable from the rush and excite- 
ment, but the result will be to impress 
anew and perhaps more than ever before 
upon the American people the magnitude of 
this city, its ‘capacity for entertaining the 
world, and ites energetic and progressive 
methods of doing business. Chieago will be- 
come better Known than ever for its vast- 
ness, its beauty, its hospitality, and its future 
possibilities. It will take a gigantic stride 
in the confidence of the people of the West 
as their natural Capital, and it will gain ad- 
ditional admiration from the people of the 
East and the South, many of whom will 
learn personally for the first time of the vast- 
ness of its resources. 

The summer season will be inaugurated 
this week with the Biennial Musical Festival, 
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reputation for pollteness and consideration 
among all the people who have visited that 
city by their uniform willingness to show 
ordinary courtesy to strangers; the people 
of Chicago, one and all, should be guided by 
a similar purpose. On the other hand, the 
strangers must make allowance for the vari- 
ous disturbances which their inyasion will 
cause, and they should console payee 
with the reflection that, whatever their bx- 
perience may be in Chicago during festival 
and convention time, they would have fared 
worse in any other city, for there is no other 
city so well prepared to take care of and en- 
tertain a great crowd, There is always 
jostling in crowds, and excitement always en- 
tails fatigue, but most people are fond of 
crowds and of excitement just the same; 
there will be plenty of both ip Chicago dur- 
ing the next few weeks, and it should be the 
common endea vor to extract as much enjoy- 
ment as possible and to repress irritation and 
impatience as much as possible. If every- 
body will keep that purpose steadily in view 
the next few weeks will contribute largely to 
the honor and glory of Chicago. 


TAKE OUT THE FUSEL-OIL. 

It is certain that men have been drinking 
alcohol in one or other of its forms since 
the human race began; it is equally certain 
that they will continue to drink it till the 
end, 

There is a mysterious affinity between. al- 
cohol and the human palate which no one 
can explain. The first step of Father Noah 
after the deluge was to plant a vineyard, 
make wine, and get badly fuddied. The pa- 
triarch’s knowledge of vine-culture and 
making at his advanced age of several 
dred yeats presupposes that men must have 
been drinking liquor many centuries before 
the flood, for these processes could only have 
come to their Perfection very slowly. From 
his time to the present, through all the ages, 
and raced, and governments, men have per- 
sisted in drinking spirits in spite of moral 
appeal, and prohibitory statute, and baneful 
effects; and there is no reason to infer that 


they will ever stop wholly so long as the hu- 


man appetite is unchanged. 

Under such circumstances the work before 
reformers is to minimize the evils that flow 
from alcohol. The most practical methods 
are by three means: To reduce the temptation 
to drink by a high tax on the venders so as 
to cut down the number of saloons to the 
lowest practical point; second, to induce the 
largest possible number of persons to become 
temperate and total abstainers; and, third, to 
extract from whisky the poisonous fusel-vil 
and other impurities which so greatly in- 
crease its injurious effects on the human sys- 
tem. That the latter is possible has been 
already shown by the experiments made by 
Lars Olsen Smith, who has manufactured 
and sold spirits to such an extent in 
Sweden that he is known there as the 
„ Brandy-King.” He has sold more than 
three-fourths of the brandy consumed by the 
seven millions of people of Sweden, and 
grown enormously rich on the profits of his 
business, his income-tax from this source 
alone haying been over $250,000 per annum. 
One day, reflecting that he had been the 
cause Of three-fourths of the deaths of those 
who perish by drink in Sweden every year, 
he determined to find out what it was in al- 
cohol that caused so much suffering and 
death, and the result of his investigation 
convinced him that the chief cause was not 
the consumption of alcohol so much as the 
consumption ot the fusel-oil contained in it. 
Further ents convinced him that al- 
cohol, with this fusel-oil or amyl” alco- 
hol, was & rank poison; that if it could be ex- 
tracted “ ethyl” alcohol would be compara- 
tively harmiess. Here is an extract from his 
own statement on this subject, which has al- 
ready appeared in Tue Trisuneg, but will 
bear repetition : 


The tific people learn that fusel-oil or 
amy! is an oil which will not dissolve in 
water. It is only soluble in ethyl alcohol; and 
when it is taken into the system it does not be- 
come absorbed by the „ Dut accumulates 
without rating itself into the system, 
| it reaches the brain: then it pro- 

ces delirium tremens. When once the system 
is laden with this poison the victim is com- 
peiled to drink more and still more spirit, for 
only by alcohol can the fusel-oil be dissolved. 
Then, again, amy! alcohol boils only at 192°, 
taking 100° as the boiling point of water, 
whereas pure alcohol will boil at 68°. The heat 
of the lungs is, therefore, insufficient to evap- 
orate the fusel-oll, and consequently it is very 
Gifficult to get rid of it. In order more ac- 
cura to retand the exact operation of 
the v as alcoholé on the system. I provided 
funds for scientific researches conducted by 
eminent scientists at Paris, of which you m 
have seen a notice, dealing with the alcohol- 
ization of pigs. These ex 


nts were con- 
ducted at my expense to ascertain the real 
truth on matters. 

Having discovered the poisonous element, 
Mr. Smith invented a system to extract fusel- 
oil from alcohol, built several rectifying fac- 
tories and soon had them in successful op- 
eration, supplying a substantially pure article 
of spirits, with the result that the number 
of deaths from alcoholism in Stockholm was 
reduced from 600 to 100 per annum, with 
every reason to believe that these 100 deaths 
were mostly occasioned by drinking the old 
poisonous stuff that had not been purified. 

The sucess of the Brandy-King in re- 
moving the deadly fusel-oil from liquor con- 
veys a ve and forcible hint to our dis- 
tillers and rectifiers, and points the plain way 
by which they also may enormously reduce 
the n of deaths from imbibing their 
liquids and the burden of suffering and mis- 
ery in this country caused by their fusel-oil 
poison. itis plainly the duty of the more 
influential manufacturers to send chemists to 
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mined at all hazards to drink, every means, 
social, sanitary, and legal, should be adopted 
to compel- manufacturers to purify their 
% goods.” In the interest of health and of 
happiness, to alleviate the great burdens of 
alcoholic suffermg i 
for their own pecun interests, distillers 
ought to be willing to take the step them- 
selves. 


OPTIONS AND PRIVILEGES. 

Not long since a petition was circulated on 
the St, Louis Exchange asking that “ option 
trading be suppressed.” We assume that this 
refers to trading in futures — that is, buy- 
ing and selling grain and provisions for fut- 
ure delivery. This is a very different matter 
from dealing in privileges, which we can 
scarcely think is recognized as legitimate on 
the St, Louis Board of Trade, and is in actual 
violation of the law in Illinois. The purchase 
or sale of a “‘ privilege” is a transaction which 
contemplates the fight to offer or demand a 
certain amount of property at a certain price 
within a given time. Asarule, no actual 
transfer of property ever takes place and no 
trade is made, The transaction is really a 
bet in which one party gives and the other 
takes the odds. But the term option ” cov- 
ers @ very different class of trades when it 
is applied to actual purchases and sales 
for future delivery. This kind of trad- 
ing is undoubtedly abused in all the 
commercial and stock exchanges, but it could 
not be suppressed without great injury to the 
business of the country, The buyer of grain 
in a certain section must gather it in by the 
wagon-load, while he sells it by the car-load 
and by consignments amounting to many 
thousands of bushels. Tue grain-buyer in 
the country today may feel assured that he 
will have a certain quantity to deliver in Chi- 
cago some time during next month, but he 
cannot specify the exactday. He cannot be 
sure of the date at which he shall have the 
required quantity collected nor the very day 
when he can secure transportation from the 
railroad company. But he can safely con- 
tract to deliver the grain in June, which gives 
him a certain leeway. It is surely a legiti- 
mate transaction for him to sell the grain for 
June or future delivery. Again, the fixing 
of the price for future delivery enables the 
country grain-buyer to ¢onduct his business 
on a comparatively safe basis. He ascertains 
the cost of transportation, estimates all his 
personal expenses, makes an allowance 
for his profit, and thus arrives at the 
price he can afford to pay the farmer for his 
produce. But if the try grain-buyer 
could not sell the pro In advance of its 
collection his business would be largely 
speculative, and he would be less liberal with 
the farmer, for be wogid reserve a large 
amount of profit in order to cover a contin- 
gent decline in the Chicago market. If he 
has already sold a large consignment of 
wheat in Chicago at $1 bushel he can afford 
to pay the farmer a better price than if he is 
in doubt when he can sell it or whether he 
will get 90 cents or $1 for it. In this way 
sales for future delivery have become essen- 
tial to the stability of the business of han- 
dling the crops, and they cannot be abolished 
without detriment to the grain and produce 
interests, and especially to the farmers. It 
is true that a large proportion of the future 
trades on margins are made for speculation, 
with the purpose of merely settling 

the differences at market rates and 
without handling the commodity. It 
would be beneficial to the country if that kind 
of gambling could be stopped, but the sup- 
pression of all purchases and sales for future 
delivery in order to\clieck the speculative 
practices might be productive of much more 

than good. And it would obviously be 
unfair to suppress legitimate, bona fide, and 
useful transactions as a means to prevent 
gambling transactions. The confusion of the 
option to deliver at a certain time in the fut- 
ure and the privilege to make a trade in the 
future has led to a popular misapprehension 
of Board of Trade transactions which ought 
to be corrected as far ‘as possible. Actual 
purchases and sales for fu delivery are 
important aids to the ent of the crops 
which could not be abandoned without serious 
injury to the agricultural classes, the receiv- 
ing and shipping merchants, the elevators, 
and even the milling and trade interests, not- 
withstanding the abuses to which the system 
has led. 


MAKING MONEY OUT ‘OF BEAUTY. 

There are a great niany suburbs around 
Chicago, but in almost hone of ‘them have 
the possibilities of making money out of the 
creation of beauty been realized. First a 
railroad, then a plot of the town in squares, 
then sales of a few lots to whomsoever will 
build, no matter in how plain a fashion— 
these are the steps which our practical 
men think are all they need to attend to in 
the development of their enterprises. The 
consequence is that there are few towns near 
Chicago which present any picturesque feat- 
ures to the searcher for a home, and the con- 
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the Pennsylvania, is not done in a spirit of 
philanthropic estheticism, but because of the 
conviction that it will pay. Chicago is al- 
ready one of the principal suburban centres 
in the country, and is destined to be the 
greatest. It is very much to be regretted 
that the money value of beauty has been so 
entirely overlooked by the men who have 
laid out its suburban towns. What has been. 
done in the way of drives, of parks, of land- 
seape effects, of the location ef houses to 
produce anything better than the hopelesly 
commonplace aspects which the suburban 
town left to itself invariably takes on? The 
railroads as a rule seem to take a pride in 
seeing how long they can make a shabby depot 
do service. In six years there has been an 
appreciation of $30,000,000 in the value of 
suburban property alcng the Pennsylvania 
Road. There is a business secret in these 
figures that it is worth the while of capital- 
ists and railroads interested in the suburban 
growth of Chicago to study closely. | 


THE CHICAGO SEASON. 

Chicago has its season as well as London, 
and it may be said to commence this week 
with the great Biennial Musical Festival 
which will begin Tuesday evening and close 
the Saturday following. For this festive oc- 
casion the most elaborate preparations have 
been made, ‘The Exposition Building will 
be the rendezvous of a veritable musical 
army. A great chorus, nearly a thousand 
strong, which has been preparing for its 
work nearly a year; a band of nearly 200 
pleces, strongly emphasized with trombones, 
trumpets, and drums, that will make the 
huge auditorium ring with their peals; a col- 
lection of soloists comprising some of 
the most renowned singers in the world 
and three who have made themselves 
famous in the great Baireuth feati- 
vals; and a vast audience, nhumber- 
ing several thousand, will make up the 
thrilling ensemble that will open the Chicago 
season with such an éclatas the city has 
rarely ever witnessed before. It is the sym- 
phonic introduction to the great events to 
follow—the overture to the national drama in 
two acts that is to Immediately succeed and 
tobe acted upon the same stage where the 
great conductor—Theodore ‘Thomas—will 
marshal his forces and lead them to fresh 
triumphs in the divine art. This great in- 
troduction is peculiarly local. It belongs to 
Chicago. It is the Chicago singers who will 
be the very bone and sinew of the great fes- 
tival. It is Chicago money which has made 
it possible, and Chicago enthusiasm which 
will support it; and with these elements at 
work and the helm in the hands of Mr.

THE DECEASED WIFE'S SISTER BILL. 

John Bull is a slow but very persistent an- 
imal. Once his mind is made up to a certain 
policy he tugs away at it with dogged deter- 
mination, and thongh he may be defeated by 
the Lords, whom he loves, over and over 
again, returns to it with renewed resolution 
and persists until he is finally successful.

The1ith of 
June it passed to a second reading, the Prince

THE LOST SENORINGE. 


Additional Particulars of the Ocean 
Disaster Off the Grand Banks. 

New Tonk, May 24.—A special from St. 
Johns, N. F., says: The French brig Senorine, 
which went ashore on the Grand Banks Friday 
last, was a total wreck in fifteen minutes. 
Fifty-three passengers and nine of her crew 
were lost. The Senorine was caught in a fog 
and the Captain lost his bearings. . He was 
making for this port, and was golur 

when the vessel struck. The 

disorder immediately prevailed; 

the officers and crew made fur the boats, 
leaving the passengers to care for themselves. 
One boat containing twenty passengers and 
some of the crew was swamped, after it 
away, by the lurching of the vessel. 
screams of the women were heartrending; 
most of them sank immediately; the men 
struggied, but only afew succeeded in catch- 
ing floating spars. Many of the passengers 
clung to the veseel’s rigging after the frst 
shock, thinking the vessel would stand the 
storm and that they might be picked up when 
the fog cleared, but when the vessel went to 
pieces all were lost. 

St. Jouns, N. F., May 28.—Following are the 
only details obtainable of the loss of the 
French brig Senorine: The vessel left St. Malo 
March 1. laden with galt, provisions, and a gen- 
eral cargo, and bound for Saint Pierre. She had 
a ship’s company of nine bands all told, and 
fifty-three French bankers. About April 20 
she was signaled in drift ice on the eastern 
edge of the Great Banks. A few days after a 
strong gale arose from the south-southwest, 
and, with various changes and veering. con- 
tinued into May. The same date, the first week 
of May. her bows and sides were crushed in by 
ice and she sank without giving any warning, 
carrying down every soul on board. The Brit- 
ish clipper schoouer Consuelo passed by the 
scene shortly afterward and picked up suf- 
ficient débris and general wreckage to identify 
with a certainty both the missing vessel and 
her actual doom. The Consuelo took on board 
some beds, trunks, baskets, and clothing that 
dou btless floated out and up from the crushed 
and collapsing vessel. No further particulars 
are ascertained nor ever willbe. She sank and 
miade no sign.

THOMAS P. GRINNELL SHOOTS HIMSELF. 

New Tonk. May 24.—[Special.]—Mr. Thomas 
P. Grinnell, who died by his own hand in his 
wife’s house at No. 117 West Thirty-fourth 
street early this morning, shot himself before 
a mirror in their bedroom on the second floor, in 
which she was asleep.

By draining the burning tanks of 
crude oil about 10,000 barrels were saved and 
much of the ofl in the adjoining tanks was 
pumped to the most distant reservoirs. 

A number of cars which stood on the tracks 
dangerously near the fire were run out to a 
place of safety, and two large sailing vessels, 
the Faith and the Lizzie M., which, half-loaded 
with oil, were lying at the wharf, were towed 
out into the river. 

The large crude-oil tank was the terminus 
reservoir of the Standard Oil Company's Pipe- 
Line to Philadelphia. 

The blase lighted up the heavens and the red 
giow could be seen from all parts of the city. 

The fire burned steadily all night. The beat 
was intense, and the great amount of benzine 
stored in the vicinity of the burning tanks 
made an explosion probable at any moment. 

TANKS EXPLODING. 

Three of the tanks blew up at about 4 
o'clock, causing a deafening report and a gen- 
eral spreading of the burning fluid, from which 
some of the firemen escaped with difficulty at 
the cost of their hose. 

At 6 o’clock another tank near the gas-works 
exploded and the burning oil was scattered in 
all directions, and thé firemen, Who saw the 
utter uselesness of throwing water upon the 
flames, turned in to help the fire-patrol service 
of the company, who were engaged in 
up the pipes with dirt to protect them from 
heat and at the same time form a breastwork 
of earth which would serve to retard the prog- 
ress of the burning fiuid. 

At 9:30 o' clock another tank, which had been 
surrounded by the fire for a long time, at last 
gave way and exploded with a deafening crash. 

At noon fourteen tanks of varied sizes were 
in flames, and several more in great danger. 
The new parafine works were the second larg- 
est im the country, and took fire early in the 
morning. About 400 barrels of refined oll were 
stored in them and about 300 barrels of wax. 
They ocoupied one acre of ground, and were 
surrounded by agitators and distillant tanks, 
and were filled with costly machinery, all of 
which was completely destroyed. This in- 
cluded five freezing machines, fourteen freez- 
ing tanks, sixty-five hydraulic presses, and a 
number of others. 

THE AREA COVERED. 

The fire, which at noon was raging as flerce- 
ly as ever, and which will not be extinguished 
for a number of days yet, spread over an area 
of five acres. At least fourteen tanks are al- 
ready burned to the ground. These include 
one tank with a capacity of 30,000 barrels, 
three distillant tanks with a capacity of 10,000 
barrels each, five holding 1,600 barrels each, 
and five containing 2,000 barrels each, and a 
number of bleaching tanks, the quantity of oil 
in which cannot be estimated. The loss is 
rougly put at a million. 

CANNON BROUGHT INTO USE. 

It was a little after 4 o’clock when the most 
dangerous tank of all caught fire, and the can- 
non which had been in readiness, one manned 
by the Keystone Battery and another Parrott 
gun from the navy-yard, with an old gunner 
from the Wabash, were given the word to fire. 
The Keystone gun was the first discharged, but 
the shot flew harmlessly three or four feet over 
the top of the tank. Gunner Davis smiled as 
he sighted the Parrott, and remarked: 
„ T guess that U do it,” and it did. It out a 
jagged hole through the side about three feet 
above the bottom, and the seething flames 
rushed out in a lurid blase, hidden every few 
seconds by a cloud of smoke so black that it 
seemed palpable. A second shot from both 
guns cut two more gaps in the side, and the oil 
rapidly spread out over the field. This was 
the most brilliant sight of the day, for though 
the sun was shining bright and clear it was 
often entirely obscured from sight and the 
lake of fire siowly spread out. 

Later in the afternoon two more tanks blew 
up, and by night twenty-two tanks were totally 
gone with their contents. 

AT MIDNIGAT. 

At midnight the fire was still burning furious- 
ly, but it had reached almost everything within 
its grasp. Unless the wind changes there is no

BOSTON’S WATER-SUPPLY. 

Turning from ram to Adam’s ale, the water- 
supply of Boston is as at a source of troubie 
as the liquor-supply. It happens almost every 
summer that the water becomes corrupted, and 
ia not fit for use. There are several towns 
which border on the water-supply of Boston 
and contaminate it with their sewage. By an 
unjust law the Hub bas to pay for the sewage 
systems of several communities; and it is tired 
of doing so. It is now proposed to follow the 
example of Pullman, and use the sewage of 
the Mystic N for irrigating purposes. The 
experiment will have to be tried at first on a 
limited acreage, for the city has not been able 
to get hold of all the land which it needs to 
make a thorough trial. However, it is likely 
that more land can be secured if the few acres 
now controlled by the city begin to thrive under 
the new arrangement; and the outiook is re- 
garded as encouraging. Commissioner Blake, 
who is one ot the Commissioners in the Board 
of ex-Collector Simmons, has given the matter 
of sewage-irrigation much study, both at home 
and abroad, and a thorough test of it is sure to 
be made. Natick now urs its sewage into 
Lake Cochituate, and it has got to be stopped; 
for, in case of contagious diseases breaking out 
in the shoe town referred to, the Cochituate 
supply would have to be cut off, leaving Boston 
dry and thirsty. 

COMPULSORY EDUCATION.

JAY GOULD’S HBAVY LOAD. 


The Water Being Squeezed Out of All 
His Stocks, Which Are Becoming as 
Heavy as Lead— Desiceating the 
Fortune of the Once Great Railroad 
Grabber. 

New York Herald, May 23: The Wall-street 
rumors of Mr. Jay Gould’s attempts to borrow 
money have attracted great attention to the 
demoralized condition of the railway proper- 
ties with which he is identified. This attention 
will not be diminished by the publication of his 
cable dispatch to Mr. Vanderbilt that we print 
in another column, in which he groans about 


“the depreciation of good securities in oom 


mon with poorer ones.” It is true, indeed, 
that there bas been a marked shrinkage 
in the prices of almost all securities during 
the last two years, but the better class have 
not, to use the language of the street, 
“gone all to pieces,“ like Gould’s. For in- 
stance, New York Central is still selling at 10 
per cent above par. It would seem that the 
public hag grown tired of throwing its money 
away on the elusory shares of railroads con- 
trolled by Gould, and as ff his name as Trustee 
upon a bond at once puts it at a discount. 

The power of Mr. Gould is naturally propor- 
tioned to the amounts he is able to borrow upon 
the shares and bonds he is carrying. Conse- 
quently, &t every stage of the disastrous depre- 
ciation in the price of his securities his power 
must have been cofftracted. The banks will 
not lend within twenty points of the market 
price of the securities they take as collateral. 
It the price of the securities declines more 
collaterai must be deposited to preserve the 
margin of twenty points, or the borrower is 
called upon to repay the loan. 

In connection with this it is of interest to 
know what securities Mr. Gould may be “ car- 
rying.”” His intimate friend asserted a few

upon the shares at all. If Gould really has 
that amount of stock—and it ie difficult to see 
how he could bave disposed of it—his bank ao- 
count has been contracted thereby to the ex- 
tent of the $3,000,000 paid for it.

reporters to see if they could find anything that 


to their untutored minds resembled a gaming- 
house which could be entered with any degree 
of ease, and where ‘there was any certainty 
of a man’s losing his money with 
neatness and dispatch, That the men 
‘were unusually lucky will be apparent 
‘from their reports, which are attached hereto, 
gpd form the interesting exhibits in the case. 
In fact, assuming that their statements are 
half-way correct, there seems no reason to 
doubt that there are public gaming-houses in 
Chicago, and that if they are not known to the 
police it is because the members of the force 
are so green that they cannot tell a faro layout 
from a decorative art exhibition, or a roulet- 
- wheel from a spinning-wheel. This speaks vol- 
umes for their purity and freedom from the 
contaminating influences of a great city, and 
shows that they are the kind of men that a 
minister would be willing to take into his 
church without much cross-examination. At 
the same time, though, it does not indicate 
that they are justthe ones who are needed to 
detect and arrest criminals. 
It appears that there are many garrbling- 
hells in this city, that they are on main streets, 
are as open as the day, and seem to be ip no 
" fear of the police or the Lord. They are rea- 
sonably well patronized, and, judging by the 
way in which they are fitted up, are making 
money. From the tact that no one who was 
playing there seemed to win,it is pretty evident 
that they clean out every one who enters their 
portals, and that, while the income may not be 
heavy, it is constant. 
In one respect things are not as they were 
ten years ago.

THE HANKINS HELL. 


NO. 184 SOUTH CLARK STREET, THE POOR MAN'S 


REMORSELESS ROBBER. 
One of the lowest and most notorious gam- 


bling-hells in the city is that of George Hankins’ 
at No. 184 South Clark street. It is distin- 
guished in several ways: 
have been obliged to pull it oftener than any 
other gambling-bouse in the city; secondly, it 
is run more openly and has a larger patronage 
than any other; thirdly, it is the headquarters 
of the toughest and most law-defying element 
of the gambling brotherhood; fourthly, it is 
the best-paying house of the kind in the city— 
a fact which is well known to the brotherhood; 
fifthly, it has robbed more podr wo rkingmen, 
left more women and children starving, and 
broken up more homes than any other two 
„helle “ in the city; sixthly, it is understood 
to be “solid at headquarters,” but it cannot 
claim this as a special distinction; seventhly, 
it can furnish more votes to the square foot at 
election time than any house in the city, not 
even excepting Mike McDona!d's.

LURING THE POOR MAN. 
No. 184 is the Monaco of the $8 to $10 a week 
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One of the dealers in charge of a roulet-table 
in this place boasted a short time aa that his 
table had cleared $70,000 profit in the pre- 
vious three months. The names of the dealer 
and the mau to whom the statement was made 
mi, be published, if necessary, but it would 
be dicious to 40:80 just at present. How- 
ever, from the manner and circumstances un- 


taken as gu 
itself is pret#y strong proof of the 
enormous number of working-people who 
are systematically robbed of their earnings 
in this infamous hole. If one table makes 
$70,000 in three months, how much will four- 
teen tables make per annum? and how much 
will the many tables in the same den 
have made during the years of municipal mis- 
rule and corruption in which this robbery has 
been allowed to run open and unchecked, the 
law notwithstanding? Such gamblers as 
Hankins can afford to pay well to be solid at 
headquarters.”

It was on the stairway of this house that the 
reporter saw man a few nights ago, 
and sobbing like a child.

A HIGH-TONED GAME. 
BUT THR WORKINGMAN’S PITTANCE I8 WOT 
| REFUSED AT NO. 148 CLARK STRERT. 

The gambling-house occupying the second 
floor of No. 148 Clark street is mainiy frequent- 
ed by a Giass play high and risking large 
stakes upon the green cloth. It bas the repu- 
tation of being a quiet place and is seldom 
crowded. There were not over twenty-five 
people present, and only a part of these were 
playing when the reporter entered. The pro- 
prietors occupy two large rooms which are 
made practically one by the opening of the 
broad sliding doors. Both rooms are cov- 
ered with what was in its day elegant 
carpeting, but time and the tramping 
of many feet have impaired its beauty. 
The chief wall decoration is a large oil-paint- 
ing—a mooniit scene at sea. The front room 
contains the gambling apparatus, which con- 
siste of two faro, one hazard, and ‘two stud- 
poker tables, and a roulet wheel. A large safe 
stands near the front of the room. Report 
has it that this safe contains at the beginning 
of each day’s play at least $25,000, which is the 
amount the proprietors are willing to risk dur- 
ing aday.

JOHN JOHNSON'S PLACE AT NO. Ii CLAKK 
STREET. 

If No. 311 South Clark street, a colored es 
tablishment conducted by John Johnson, 
should be opened any wider than it is now the 
gamblers inside would take cold from the 
drafts. The gambling is carried on in a large 
room on the second floor, which can be reached 
either by the way of a stairway from John- 
son’s saloon on the ground floor or by another 
stairway from the street. Itis as easy to enter 
the gambling-house as it is the saloon. The 
place is patronized mainly by colored men be- 
cause it has colored dealeré, colored rollers, a 
colored r, and is in a colored hotbed. 
White laborers, however, lose money tnere in- 
stead of taking it home to the wife and little 
ones. A Trisune reporter who visited John- 
son's place about 9 o'clock in the evening 
found six colored men trying their luck at the 
faro-table, two white and two colored men at the 
roulet wheel, four colored men piaying whisky 
poker, and six col and two white men in 
n game of stud-horse poker. There was an 
| English bazard or chuck-aluck table in the 
room, but it was not in operation. The game 
is not popular with colored gamblers. Strange 
to say there was no game ot " the 
African’s pet game, in progress. With one ex- 
ception the white men in the place were 
dressed like day-laborers, the exception being 
a youth of about 20 years, who, judging from 
his attire, might be either a rich man's 
son or a well-to-do thief. There were 
no high rollere—that is, big bettors—in the 
house, and the dealers wore Alaska diamonds 
and smoked bad The colored players 
were generally dressed like roustabouts, but a 
few wore light pants, tooth-pick shoes, and 
snide jewelry and evidently pass for way-up” 
gamblers among the colored sports. It was in 
Johnson's place that Bie Steve Alexander 
was killed by the proprietor not many weeks 
— but the killing was said to be in self-de- 

ense. 


A “GENTLEMEN’S RESORT.” 
NO. 125 SOUTH CLARK STREET AND THE RUIN 
IT HAS WROUGBT. 

John Condon's gambling-house at No. 125 
South Clark street is said to be the most popu- 
lar bell in the city. It is specially known 
as a daylight house, and claims to do more 
gaming during the regular business hours of 
the forenoon and afternoon than any four sim- 
ilar houses combined. It is always open, and 
is equally attractive at all bours. Jeff Hank- 
ina, ite former owner, is said to be still a part- 
ner in the house, but Condon has the active 
management. Itisso popular that the pro- 
prietors of other gambling-houses often go 
there to play, and there is more money lost and 
won in this house than any other in the city. 
It gained considerable notoriety at the time 
that Pat Sheedy, Jerry Dunn’s bosom friend 
and the part proprietor of some dis- 
reputable gambling-houses, lost some $75,000 
there. Sheedy thought he could break the 
bank, and he attempted it several nights in 
succession at the rate of $5,000 to $10,000 per 
night, but fortune as usual tavored the bank, 
and the result was that Sheedy got busted. 

HIGH-TONED PATRONS. 

The patrons of No. 125 are mainly business- 
men and clerks and the better class of sports 
and professional gamblers. No minors, roughs, 
toughs, or common laborers are admitted—it 
is a select hell for “gentlemen” only. The 
people who go there are not the kind to 
“squeal” when they lose, —— it is
